2012-01 B 06-09-2015 George Cushing moved to recommend application be approved for two 
months’ rent, electric, garbage assistance. Approval of water and phone are contingent upon receipt 
of bills. The Committee is requesting the applicant provide employment verification. Anthony Irby 
seconded the motion and the motion carried unanimously. 

2. 204-09 D 06-06-2015 Anthony Irby moved to recommend application be approved for three months’ 
rent, only one vehicle, auto insurance, SRP, and up to allowable amount for phone. The Committee 
recommends applicant eliminates one of the personal vehicles to help reduce the financial burden.

6. 2015-06 C John Aldecoa moved to recommend application be approved two months’ rent, electric, 
and food contingent upon receipts for the food. The Committee recommends the applicant apply for 
food stamps and social security to supplement income.
